HALIFAX, NOV. 12.—Another ac- 
cident is reported at Stillarton. Two 
hundred miners are imprisoned under 
the ground.

now reports only thirty or forty men 
in the part of the mine on fire.

Third Dlspateli. 


HALIFAX,

12.—At

6 :S0 this morning an explosion of gas 
occurred on the south side of the 
Ford pit to Stillarton. AU the mi- 
ners were at work in different parts. 
The explosion was BO terrible as to 
sweep across to the other side of the 
pit, killing the men and horses with- 
in reach. Almost all the men on the 
north side will be saved, while all at 
work on the south side have been 
lost. At least sixty are missing. Five 
men have been brought up and are 
likely to recover. Probably forty are 
shut up within the mine by the fallen 
coal in the south side. The accident 
was presumably caused by a miner 
firing a shot in a forbidden part of 
the workings.

Chicago, Nov. 11.—A fire at No. 
179 to 181 Randolph street, caused a 
loss of about $90,000, of which |20, 
000 was on a building owned by Wm. 
Blair, with insurance of $5,000 each 
in the Home, Citizens and Howard, 
of New York, in the Aetna, of Hart- 
ford; and $2,500 each in the 
the 
Mechanics & Traders, and New York 
Alliance; , total $25,000. 
Dwight 
Bro'e., dealers in paper, occupied the 
first floor; their loss is nearly $30,000, 
insured for about $25,000 in agencies 
of the Cunningham, Moore & Jaynes. 
Sam mow, Clark & Co., who occupied 
three floors with their picture frame 
establi-hment, lose about $40,000, the 
entire value of their t-tocb ; insurance 
$20,000, placed by Ryan & Co., Cun- 
ningham Rollo & McCormick. 
The 
upper floors were occupied by lodgers, 
all of whom escaped with some dif- 
ficulty. 
The management 
of the 
Briggs house which 
adjoined, 
was 
superb and all panic cn^account there- 
by.'prevented. 
The fire department 
also did excellent work to prevent a 
spread of the flames, as a high wind 
made it a most dangerous 
fire. 
The 
cause is unknown. 


Hine K e n Bnrned to Death. 
BRADroRD, Pa., Nov. ll.-A special 
to the Era says a terrible 
casualty 
happened 
last 
evening, 
near the 
Brown saw mill, at Bardell 
City, 
twelve miles from here. 
A 
number 
of men were in their boarding house 
setting aronnd the fire, and four 
others had gone to bed up stairs. 
As 
the fire began to burn low in 
the 
stove, one man dipped a cupful of oil 
from a bucket at hand and poured it 
on the coals. 
The oil remaining in 
the cup caught fire, and the person 
holding it threw the blazing 
mass 
away and it fell into a bucket of oil. 
An explosion immediately followed, 
and the burning fluid scattered all 
around the room, deluging tho cloth- 
ing of the men with flaming oil. 
The 
men rushed out enveloped in a sheet 
of fire and rolled on the ground in ag- 
ony. 
Meanwhile the house burned 
rapidly. 
In the embers were found 
the charred bodies of tho four men 
who were up stairs. 
Their names are 
Elliot, Brown, Slaley and Hyde. 
Of 
those down stairs, Joe Dannock, Hen- 
ry Monroe, Frank Welsh and another, 
name unknown, are dead. 
The 
fifth 
one is not expected to recover.

lently resisting with hands and feet, 
was expelled by the united efforts of 
fifteen soldiers and confined in an ad- 
jacent room.

The Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific 
railroad company now operate 2,404

Bluffd branch. He estimates a sur- 
plus at the end of next \ear of $4,- 
000,000, equal to a 9.2 per cent, on 
both common and prererred stock.
